BOY SCOUT WEEK. 


The sixteenth anniv ersary week of the 
Boy Scouts of America began yesterday 
and will continue until Saturday nig ht 
Each day of the celebration will be dev ot­ 
ed to some phase of scout w’ork so as to 
impress not alone the 800,000 members of 
the organization in the United States, but 
some of the 8,000,000 of scout age who 
are not members, the S t Louis Star says. 
The Boy Scout mov ement began in Eng­ 
land eighteen years ago and w’as brought 
to the United States two years later. Dur­ 
ing that time more than 2,000,000 boys 
hav e registered as scouts 
and 
pledged 
themselv es to observ e the scout oath and 
law. 
A boy that observ es these two 
pledges is bound to be a better citizen. 
The oath is a pledge “ to do my duty to 
God and my country, and to obey the 
scout law; to help other people at all 
times; to keep myself physically strong, 
mentally awake, and morally straight.“ 
The scout law prov ides that he must be 
trustworthy, loyal, helpful, friendly, cour­ 
teous, kind, 
obedient, 
cheerful, 
brav e, 
clean and rev erent. What boy in America 
will not be better for hav ing been instruct­ 
ed in such characteristics? 
Scout work teaches boys the elements of 
genuine manhood, giv es him better health, 
makes him self-reliant, impresses the v alue 
of honesty and thrift, instructs him in the 
essentials of citizenship, teaches him re­ 
spect for womanhood. 
An organization 
that honestly tries to do all those things is 
entitled to the support of the American 
public. 
The week deserv es success, not 
alone for the v alue it does to all members 
of the organization, but because it affords 
thousands of other boys, who do not un­ 
derstand its motiv es, an opportunity to 
learn them.

DO WE NEED A BENEVOLENT BREAD 
TRUST? 


From the New York World. 
The proposed establishment of a $2,- 
000,000,000 baking-company merger, or 
bread trust, part of whose profits may at 
the discretion of the directors be employ­ 
ed in building hospitals and recreation 
centers, has ev oked Tio little comment in 
Washington and elsewhere. 
Most of it is 
unfav orable. 
The linking of philanthrop­ 
ic %vork with the enterprise comes in quite 
naturally for special denunciation as an 
attempt to camouflage a monopoly in the 
necessities of life by giv ing it a v eneer of 
benev olence. 
It is not necessary to accept these criti­ 
cisms at face v alue in order to find cer­ 
tain fundamental objections to an organi­ 
zation of this character. 
We may admit 
for the sake of argument that the propos­ 
ed combination will make possible all the 
economies and efficiencies claimed for it, 
and that it wdll prov ide some millions of 
people with better bread. 
We may grant, 
too, that the proposal to dev ote part of 
the earnings to welfare work springs from 
purely philanthropic motiv es. 
Ev en when 
all this is conceded, the scheme still re­ 
mains fundamentally objectionable. 
Hos­ 
pitals and recreation centers should not be 
built for the public by paternalistic indus­ 
trial corporations; they should be built by 
the people themselv es. If industrial profits 
are ample for 
such 
undertakings 
they 
should be returned 
to 
the 
consumers 
through the medium of reduced prices. 
The proposed philanthropies, howev er 
v rell intended, would inev itably dull the 
sense of social responsibility. 
They would 
be conduciv e to a 
state 
of 
benev olent 
feudalism, than which few things are less 
desirable.

The forestry bureau is authoritv for the 
statement that 7 000,000,000 feet could 
be cut annually without depleting the for­ 
ests in the least, if there were sufficient 
roads whereby to reach and protect them. 
What becomes of the trees cut from the 
national 
forests? 
About 
5,000,000 of 
them annually go to supply the telephone 
and 
telegraph 
companies 
with 
poles 
About 500,000,000 feet are used by the 
farmers for fence posts ev ery year. About 
250,000,000 cubic feet are used annually 
in the cooperage indmstry. 
About 125,- 
000,000 are used annually for tie.s used 
by railroad.s. 
Then there are a billion 
lead pencils requiring millions of trees. 
In California there are 19,000,000 acres 
of national forests; in Idaho. 19.000,000; 
in Montana, 16,000,000; in Colorado, 13,- 
000,000; 
in Oregon, 
13,000,000, 
aiul in 
Washington, 10,000,000 acres. 
These na­ 
tional forests are paying annually about 
$1,50,000 to the .sev eral state.« and toun- 
ties for road and school funds.

A saxophone, 
be it noted, in no manner resem.bles a cor­ 
net. 
A saxophone is a calaba.sh pipe with 
a bad cold. 
In the harmony of v iolins, 
wood winds and other brasses, the saxo­ 
phone is a raging rebel. 
Its hoarse, t in n y 
v oice is like sardonic laughter breaking in 
on the sweet tones of life. 
It has a ribald 
jest for ev ery sigh of the fiddle, it sneezes 
just as the oboe whispers a peaceful lull­ 
aby, it snorts at the unworldlv piping of 
the flute. 
The saxophone w^as inv ented by some 
disappointed trap-dummer in a moment 
of despair. 
He took the wail of a tortur­ 
ed banishee and the cry of a cat whose 
tail had just been stepped on, .some bra.ss, 
a neck-cord and a nightmare that was just 
aching to be dreamed. 
The result, may
